The following report ecncerns activities at the Stelle ond Walawerk 
Brendenburg during 1951 and the first half of lyse , 


1, The first Sterens-Mertin furnace vas put th operation on 20 duly 1950, 
it was planned to blow in en edditional furnace every five or six weels, in 
orcer tc have ten Si furnaces of 100 tons each with a total capacity of 
300,060 tons » year operating in 1951. This cbject was not achieved. The 
second furnace began operation on 14 Sentenber 1950, the third in the nid 
dle of Dececter 1950, and the fourth in early January 1951. By the niddie 
of ciny furnaces V and VI were operating also, as were furnnces VII and VITI 


by the end cf 1951. The ecnstruction of furnaces IX and k was temporarily 
abr. adoned , 


2. ‘the delayed cperation ef the furnaces and the temporary loss cf! furnaces 
i and X were respensible for the nonfulfillnent of quotas in 1951 and 
1962, The qucta for 1951 amounted te 385,000 tons, whereas actual preduce 
tion aneunted te only 360,000 tons. The following list shows the distri« 


bution cf the nonfulfillnent of the quota cver the first four nonths of 
L052.

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An attempt was made tc reach the planned crude steel predauetion fleure gr 500,000 
tons a year with the available eight furnaces. By -Aeerening the hearth and 
increasing the craft cf the preheaters, the furnaces can be charged with 

160 to 170 tons :nstead of the usual 100 tons. Originally a reguier charge 
consisted of @0 t- 85 tons of scrap netal, seven tc eight tons cf cval, and 

two tc three tons of Thomas steel, Since about the middle cf 1951, the 100 

ton Si; furneees havy been charged as follows: 50 tons of pig iren from 
Fursctenburg, 100 tons of scrap metal, five to six tons of Thonas steel and 

one ton of anthracite yand about 10 tons of line, 


The Thomas steel (ferrosilicon fron the USSR) must be added because the pig 
ircn from Firetenberg does not contain enough silicon. Usually abovt three 
tons of line are put in one charge, but since the Furstenburg pig ecntains 
too much sulphur and phosphorus, the addition of three times the regular 
amount of lime is necessary, Nevertheless, the sulphur content of the 
Brarn’enburg raw steel amounts tc 19€ points instead cf the normal neximum 
of 40. Besides, up to 28 hours is required for a charge. The 60 to 70 
percent higher charge, however, could compensate neither for the frequent 
breal dew cf the furnaces nor fcr the loss of furnaces IX and X. Althcugh 
the worl. is done in three shifts including holidays, the breakdown cf fur- 
naces alone is responsible for the considerable decrease in preduction. 
Frequently, several furnaces break down sirultaneously and remain out of 
operation fcr one cr more weel's because of boiler breakdowns, casting plate 
brea! downs, cr cther extensive repairs, for which hurried and defective in- 
stallations, improper handling, and excessive charging = scmetimes all three 
facters coribined ~ are responsible. In general,a production deficit of 

15 to 20 percent mst be recloned with as a result of breal.downs. 


As a result of too great a pressure cn the shank plates (Schaftplatten) 


-and cn the briclwork, the steel frequently rvns into the gas chambers which 


then must be blasted. This often happens twice a week. The furnace plat- 

forn, the girders, the cable installations, the switch tracls are all apt 

te burn out and require replacement. Each brealdown ancunts to at least 

one half million east marls, In addition,there is the resultant loss of 

pre“uction of two to three weeks for each furnace breal.dewn and/or frnece 

roof collapse. The nost frequent breakdowns are caused by overlicading the 

sheft pletes and overtaxing the preheaters, They are alse caused bv the : 

Jack cf qualified experts. Brandenburg has only a few experienced retailurgists. 
Furnace V, operated entirely by young workers, is where the most 

trequcnt production stcppages occur. 


Defects in the technical equipnent also contribute to the work stoppages. 
The water supply is wmsatisfactcry; welded pipes have te be used because 

of the lack of seanless pipes; cooling frames are patched up, ete. “he 

vas supply causes difficuities, because the cooling chambers in the ‘1! 
furnaces must often be mended. The exhausts in all the furnaces are detective, 
and the furnace centrol is poor. There is recurrent trouble with the gas 
generators, because they are heated with lignite rather than bitumincus 

eoal, This year the attempt ic being rade te overcome this difficulty by 
adding 10 percent bituminous coal from Freital. to the lienite briquettes. ° 


The steel casting in Brandenburg is based on the coal scrap precess, how= 

ever, neither bituninous coal in sufficient anantitien nav scrap of suf- 
ficient quality is availeble.tnstead of graded scrap, ucstlypjiates and parts of 
breken-down machinery, which the steel workers call, et tins are uced instead 
of the highegrade smelting scrap. The ore that is added is of poor queli- 

ty containing much sulphur and phosphorus. This results jn en unpropor= 
tionately large runter of faulty charges (Fehlchargen) with a very high 
silicon content. There were 6,000 tons of favlty charges produced in 

December. 1951, 500 tons of which DHZ Metallurgie refused to accept. The 

fauity charges had to be smelted again. The average waste anoumts ic 35 

and 40 percent. These frequent interruptions in production end excec sively 
long production pericds cause delays cf five tc six hours fcr the entire 

wor! s, for which the worker must pay the piper. According to the collective 
contract the workers are Paidenly 90. percent cf the full hourly wage during 
these delays. ¢ 
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The use of Thomas steel, mentioned in paragraph hk above did not 
begin until 1992. 


It is plannéd to procuce 480,000 tons of flawless steel in 1952. This 
requires a prc “uction of 506,000 tons of good quality steel taking into 
acecunt the planned increase in preduction. Adding an estinated 12 per- 
cent waste, the quota for 1952 would be about 1.87 tons a man/work hour. 


The workers are penalized for the increase in the costs of prcduction, 
which is actually attributable to the inadequate planning, the leck of 
equipment, the raw material situation, and the poor qualifications of 
nost of the worlers, The anount of faulty charges is subtracted from the 
tctal tonnage ere@ited. te the worler. Deepite this the cost of proe 
duction rises and requires that it be supperted from investment funds, 
The planned cost of production for each ton of steel in 1952 was set 

at 132 east marks. The actual cests amounted to at least 148 east 

naris which required that a ton of steel be supported in price between 
12 and 16 east narvs, 


Arong the various deficiencies in the technical equipment was a shortage 

in cranes. It was possible to get some cranes from the VEB"s and AG's, 

At first only one charging crane was available, and that cane from 

DEMAG in Duisburg between the end of December 15U and early in January loi. 
In the neantine Bleichert in Leipzig built three charging cranes nodeiied \+ 
the DEMAG crane, but the Bleichert cranes have no auxiliary trolleys, 

DEMAG in Duisburg also delivered a trough grab crane (Muldengreiferkran) 
and a 10-ton traveling crane. Trough grab cranes are under censtruction 

at ABUS kuthen where they are being copied from the DEMAG model. ABUS 
Kothen and ABUS Eberswalde are also copying traveling cranes, which are 
also being constructed in Brandenburg. The buclet trolley produced by 
DEMAG is also being copied in Leipzig by Bleichert. The Brandenburg 

steel works has placed many additional orders with DEMAG in Duisburg 

and with MAN, Since no spare parts can be cltained from the lest at 

this time, these must be produced separately by ABUS in Wildau and SAG 
WolfBuekan in Magdeburg. 


One ingot rolling mill with duo-roll train, one billet and slabbing nill, 
wne sheet rolling train, one roller fcundry, and one cast-iron foundry 
were plenned for the rolling mill at Brandenburg. 


The construction of the 850 Juo-roll train was begun in late April 


1952. In view of the difficulties encounteres, With the foundation of the steel nili 


mind, the roundation cf the duo-roll train was made of cenent fren 
Nienburg, which js especialy strong. 


Because cf the inability to obtain a duo-rol”. train from the lest, the 
central construction office designed rue wr.ch the ABUS in Wildav will 
build. Three pit heating furnaces cnd tw tong cranes have been com= 


- pleted in the meantime. The DDR does not produce the 25,000shorsspower 


engines required for the plant. Presumably these engines are supplied 
by the USSR. This means an additional delay in the construction of the 
rolling mill, which is already a full year behind schedule, 


The duo-roll train is -o wake © tracks and heavy profiles. An adjuster 
for the duo-roll train is under construction at ABUS Wildau, which will 
not be completed in 1952. The erection of a wire=-rol] train for all 
thicknesses up to 15 millimeters is planned for 1953. It is supposed to 
be ready for delivery at the Skoda works in Czechoslovakia. The 4all 
for it has been under construction %19°° early April. -.. The f-unda- 
tions have been laid and work on the first row of supports has beam 
started a 


A 1050 blooming roll train (slabs, billets for wire-roll train) has been 


on order with ABUS Wildau since 1951. The coarse plates for it are to 

be rolled in Kirchnilser to heer that mill working. A pipe-rolling mill 

with pipe-velding equipment (not seamless) has beenon crder with ABUS Wildau 
since 1951. The foundations for the 1050 blooming roll train and the pipe 
rolling mill. are under construction. 
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Werk has been in srogress since about the beginning of May on a ges line. 
which is to ccnn*st the Brandenburg combine with the long-distance zas 
supply line betwe.n Magdeburg and Berlin, This line, being built by Bau- 
Union Brandenburg, will be tapred near Brilow, Brandenburg. 


The construction of a certral scrapyard is planned for the early pert of 
1953 on land fornerly belonging to (pel and presently used as a serap 


storage depot. The city of Brandenburg has leased out adaitional land forrerly 


belonging to Opel at a rental of about 95,000 east narl.s a month. Three 
large baling presses, six oranes, and a large portal crane are to be 
erected in the central scrapyard. 


An underpass fcr the Magdeburg to Berlin highway is plenned for the spring 
of 1953. At the sane tine the city railroad between Brandenburg, Gorden, 
and Rathenow is to be rercuted. 


The tenporary laboratory which thitherto had been housed in the steel mill 
will move to a new, enlarged central laboratory to which a material testing 
office will be added. The foundations for this central laboratory have 
been laid. 


The versornnel of the Brandenburg steel and rolling mill MUMDEXrS about 2, 5003 

of which 600 are in the steel mill and about 150 are in the 
roiling mill which is being scustrueted. Outside workers employed in the 
expansicn cf the mill number 1,500, The remaining 200 or so 
men are f'rom the penitentiary in Brandenburg.
